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REMARKS 

Claims 1-2, 5 and 8-15 are now in the case. 
Applicants have amended independent claim 1 to include the features of a pre-moistened wipe 
impregnated with a cleaning composition having a detergent surfactant including an 
alkylpolyglucoside, an antimicrobial active wherein said antimicrobial active is selected from the 
group consisting of quaternary ammonium salts, chlorhexidine diacetate, polyhexamethylene 
biguanide and mixtures thereof; from about-0.5% by weight and about 5% by weight of said 
composition of one, or more, organic cleaning solvents. 

Applicants have amended claims 8 and 10 to correct their dependency. 

Applicants have cancelled claims 3-4 and 6-7 without prejudice. 

Support for the subject matter in these claims is found in the specification, claims and 
drawings as filed. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. 102 

Claims 1-3 and 5-6 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Taylor 

'261. 

Claims 1-3, 6-7 and 10 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Prezogen. 

Applicants submit that claim 1 has been amended to include the features of a pre-moistened 
wipe impregnated with a cleaning composition having a detergent surfactant including an 
alkylpolyglucoside, an antimicrobial active wherein said antimicrobial active is selected from the 
group consisting of quaternary ammonium salts, chlorhexidine diacetate, polyhexamethylene 
biguanide and mixtures thereof; from about-0.5% by weight and about 5% by weight of said 
composition of one, or more, organic cleaning solvents and that this amendment overcomes the 
rejections. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections are therefore respectfully requested. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103 

Claims 1-6 and 10-15 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) or in the alternative under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Skrobala et al. '534. 

Claims 1-2, 4-6 and 10 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Jones et 

al. '844. 
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Claims 1 and 6-9 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Jones et al. '844 
in view of Kramer et aL '527. 

Applicants submit that claim 1 has been amended to include the features of a pre-moistened 
wipe impregnated with a cleaning composition having a detergent surfactant including an 
alkylpolyglucoside, an antimicrobial active wherein said antimicrobial active is selected from the 
group consisting of quaternary ammonium salts, chlorhexidine diacetate, polyhexamethylene 
biguanide and mixtures thereof; from about-0.5% by weight and about 5% by weight of said 
composition of one, or more, organic cleaning solvents and that this amendment overcomes the 
rejections. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections are therefore respectfully requested. 



Claims 1-15 have been rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being patentable over claims 1-13 of U.S. Patent No. 6,716,805. 

Claims 1-15 have been provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being patentable over claims 1-4, 14-22 and 25-28 of copending 
Application serial No. 10/267,186. 

As suggested by the Examiner, Applicant is submitting a terminal disclaimer in compliance 
with 37 C.F.R. 1.321(c) and a copy of the assignment to the Procter & Gamble company in order to 
overcome the nonstatutory double patenting rejection. 

Withdrawal and reconsideration of the rejections are therefore respectfully requested. 

It is submitted that all the claims are in condition for allowance. Early and favorable action 
on all claims is therefore requested. 

If the next action is other than to allow the claims, the favor of a telephonic interview is 
requested with the undersigned representative.
